Many Become Despondent Because they are not Progressing 


There is scarcely any need 
of saying that Jesus was the 
love lite materialized. He 
was the embodiment of love, 
for “God was in Christ, re- 
conciling the world unto him- 
self” (2 Cor. 6:19) and ‘‘God 
is love.” 1 Jno. 4:8. 

We understand that God 
is the source of love. Paul 
writes of Him as ‘The God 
of love.” This love was sent 
into this world by His son 
who demonstrated it so per- 
fectly that none have ever 
been able to surpass it. God 
loved the world so that He 
gave His son to die for it, and 
Christ so loved the church 
that He gave Himself for it. 

That love life is so por- 
trayed by the writers of the 
Bible that many become so 
attracted by it that often they 
almost involuntarily cry out 
from the very depths of their 
souls, Lord help me to love 
like Jesus loved. His love is 
often justly named “compas- 
sion.” He said, “I have 
compassion on the multi- 
tude.” He loved them ex- 
ceedingly. His love was 
demonstrated by the feeding 
of multitudes of them. He 
healed the sick and cured 
the lame and blind because 
he loved them. His was a 
love life. 

While we may never be 
so capacitated that we can 
love like He loved, or dem- 
onstrate our love for humani- 
ty to the same extent that He 
did, but when we 80 perfect- 
ly obey Him that we can say 
with Paul, “Christ, who is 
our life.” we will be follow- 
ing on closely after it. 1 Cor. 
14:1. 

Paul was so intent on re- 
ceiving the experience of 
his Lord that when Jesus 
told him that His grace was 
sufficient for him, he caught 
His meaning and _ began to 
adjust himselt accordingly. 
Jesus added“‘For my strength 
is made perfect in weakness.” 
Then Paul was ready to say, 
“Most gladly therefore will 
I rather glory in my infirmi- 
ties, that the power of Christ 
may rest upon me.” 

We want to be like Jesus. 










We want io be like Paul. 
We want the highest and 
best experience attainable, 
but what about the price 
that is to pay for such an in- 
valuable experience? If we 
obtain an experience like 
Paul we will have to take 
the path he trod. The life 
of Christ, or the love life, 
was so attractive and entic- 
ing to himthat he was wil- 
ling to ‘count all things but 
loss for the excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus’ 
my Lord: for whom 1 have 
suffered the loss of all things, 





and do count them but dung, 
that 1 may win Christ.” 
Phil. 3:8. 

Ever after he met the 
Lord in the way to Damas- 
cus there was nothing too 
hard, no suffering too severe, 
no sacrifice too great, to 
keep him from obeying his 
new-found Master, or cause 
him to shrink from duty. He 
wantedto know’ Him. He 
wanted to be like Him. He 





wanted to attain the very 
highest heights in spirituals 
that were attainable in 
Christ. 

But in order to reach these 
heights of faith and glory he 
swung over into a realm 
that very few ever enter. 
What is left on record about 
him is almost incredible. The 
transformation that he had 
to undergo to make him able 
to utter such wonderful lan- 
Suage is beyond natural 
comprehension. The expe- 
rience is even more marvel- 
ous. He says, “I take pleas- 
ure in infirmities, in re- 
proaches, in necessities, in 
persecutions, in distresses for 
Christ’s sake.” 2 Cor.12:10. 

Imagine some one now 
making such a statement,and 
saying, “It is a pleasure to 
me to suffer persecutions and 
reproaches.” Where is the 
person that can really do 
this? Whereis the person 
that really takes pleasure in 
getting in close  circum- 
stances—without the neces- 
sary clothing, without the 
necessary food? But this 
was Paul’s experience. “I 





take pleasure in necessities.” 


It seemed to be a real com- 
fort and joy to Paul to suffer 
for Christ’s sake. 

I wish to refer to another 
expression of Paul’s that 
seems almost out of reason. 
Where is the person that can 
say it today? “I will very 
gladly spend and be spent 
tor you.”.*{. This ‘sentence 
alone, however, does not 
seem quite so unreasonable. 
Itis often the case that we 
do spend and give our 
time for others, but we gen- 
erally expect some remuner- 
ation for our services. But 
Paul did not expect remuner- 
ation when he said, “I will 
very gladly spend and be 
spent for you.” But the next 
clause is the mystery. 
“Though the more abund- 
antly I love you, the less I be 
loved.” Yet he was glad to 
spend and be spent for them 
whether they appreciated it 
ornot. This was in the face 
of the fact that the more he 
loved them, the less they 
loved him. 

This is like that love life 
of Jesus. Although Peter 
denied Him, yer Jesus loved 
him. Although the Jews 
cried cut against Him and 
urged the. Gentiles to crucify 
Him, yet He loved thein and 
prayed for all that had a 
hand init. “Father, forgive 
them; for they know not 
what they do,” fell from his 
life in accents of sweetness 
and love while He was 
swinging on the cruel cross 
between heaven and earth. 
The more He loved them 
the less they loved Him. 


Another mysterious ex- 
pression by Paul that is so 
different from people today 
is found at Coi. 1:24. He 
rejoiced in his sufferings and 
wanted to fillup that which 
was behind of the afflictions 
of Christ for the benefit of 
the church. He seemed to 
understand that for the best 
interest of the church and its 


they soon see there are 
deeper depths and higher 
heights to explore and pos- 


sess, so they — willingly 
yield themselves to the 
Holy Ghost. But many 


times when He begins to 
lead to a life of suffering they 
draw back because they do 
not realize that this is only in 
answer to their prayers when 
they told the Lord to make 
the best out of their lives. 

Paul got to the place that 
he could see the good at the 
other end, and that these 
light afflictions were working 
for him a far more exceed- 
ing and eternal weight of 
glory. So itis not so much 
wonder after all that he 
could rejoice in his sufferings. 
If people now could only get 
to looking at it as Paul did 
there would be more rejoic- 
ing and less complaining 
when troubles are heaped 
upon them. 

That love life in you that 
was in Jesus and Paul will so 
transform your nature until 
you will be more tender and 
patient in your every day 
life as well as in your Chris- 
tian duties in the meetings. 
God will work wonders with 
you if you will only be pa- 
tient and humble and give 
Him a chance to do it. 


But you must not draw 
back and complain that yours 
isa “hard lot” when trouble 
begins to come. That is the 
road to the greatest blessings. 
That is the road to greatness 
as a worker for God. It was 
not wealth that made Paul 
great. It was not having 
eveything pleasant and 
agreeable, but it was a life 
of suffering, and with it min- 
gled gladness and rejoicing. 
God will lift that kind of a 
man up to a position of hon- 
or, and deepen him into the 
depths of spirituals until he 
will become a marvel to 
himself as well as to others. 


One of the great hindran- 








will begin to talk about the 
other saints as _ backsliders, 
and become a critic and 
judge. 

After this class finally cools 
down and their zeal is all 
gone, many become despon- 
dent because they are not 
progressing. And when they 
come to themselves and re- 
member how they have 
boasted, and criticised and 
judged others, and used so 
much harshness, there is 
cause for discouragement. 


But one that is possessed 
of that iove life will always 
be gentle, easily entreated, 
valiant, buoyant and progres- 
sive. He will always stir up 
something that will affect 
others for their good. This 
love life will work for good 
in some way, no matter 
where it is dropped down 
in this world. And in time 
of intense suffering its posses- 
sor will retain the joy and 
confidence, and shine forth 
rays of heavenly sunbeams 
to encourage and bless oth- 
ers with whom they come in 
contact. 


Discouragement and de- 
spondency are usually the 
result of some disobedience 
on some line gives an opening 
for the enemy to enter the 
mind. Such as this will pre- 
vent progression in spirituals. 
One cannot make advance- 
ments and disobey even in 
the smallest way. Too much 
talk some times will hurt the 
growth. A failure to pray 
and read the Bible will 
hinder. Watching for the 
faults of others and telling 
them to others will often 
cause stagnation.
